NAPANEE RIVER AL-$ 
MOST CLOSED. 


AN EFFORT WILL BE MADE TO 
HAVE GOVERNMENT SPEND 
ABOUT $40,000 ON IM- 
PROVEMENTS. 


The council chamber in the town 
hall was comfortably filled on Tuesday 
evening with the representative busi- 
ness and professional men of the town. 
There was also a goodly number of 
marine men present. 

‘The meeting was called for the pur- 
pose of formulating a strong appeal to 
be presented to the Ottawa govern- 
ment to have the Napanee river dredg- 
ed and placed in navigatable condi- 
tion. Mr. J. L. Madill was chairman 
of the meeting. 

The- captain of the dredge, which 
Was operating in the river for a short 
time a couple of months ago, was pre- 
sent and expressed the opinion that at 
least $10,000 would be needed to put 
the river in a proper ¢gndition. If 
this amount was expend@® a uniform 


channel could be m of about 
seventy-five feet in wi and about 
thirteen and a half feet depth. At 
present the channel .8 only about 
twenty-five feet in width and the 


depth is only sufficient to allow the 
coining up the viver of the smaller 
crafts. Steamers the size of the 
Brock ville find it dangerous in coming 
to Napanee, and the vessels hauling 
coal, etc., have to lighter their loads 
at the mouth of thefriver, and even at 
that have considerable difficulty in 
inaking the harbor. And then when 
they arrive they cannot get up close 
to the docks to unload. 

The contention of the marine men is 
that instead of improving the river, 
the work dene by the dredge a short 
time ayo, has made it worse. This 
fact is explained by the captain of the 
dredge who said that owing to the 
sipall amount of money appropriated 
for the work, about $2800, a good clean 
job was not accomplished, f 
that when the dipper of the dredge 
wauld be hauled up from the bottom 
of the river full of mud, ete., the over-

question is a burning one and of the 
Uulmost importance to the town of Na- 
panee. The different citizens who ad- 
dressed the meeting urged that iimn- 
mediate action be taken. ‘That state- 
nents of facts be secured from the 
different marine men who ply in these 
waters, and that a deputation of the 
town’s most influential citizens be sent

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DIFFICULTY IN RAISING MEN 
FOR THE ARMY. ~ 


France Drawing on Colonies for 
**Savage Hordes,’’ as Ger- 
many Says. 


The decreasing birth rate in 
France seriously abridges the num- 
ber of those available for the army. 
This difficulty is increased by the 
law which demands of conscripts 
only two years with the colors. 


"France in this respect stands at a 


serious disadvantage with regard to 
her heighbor on the other side of 
the Vosges, where large families 
are the rule and not the exception, 
and an abundant crop of youtns are 
always ready to join the impemal 
forces. It is calculated by Lieut.- 
Col. Rousset in the Liberte (. aris) 
that if France were confronted by 
a war twenty years hence, judging 
from her dwindling forces, she 
would’ be five army corps short. It 
is therefore seriously proposed by 
angther officer of the French army, 
Lieut.-Col. Mangin, that france 
‘should utilize the population of Af- 
‘rica, not only for colonial troops, 
but also for home defence. In her 
North-West African possessions she 
has already organized the Algenan 
Tirailleurs, numbering 26,000 men. 


CONSCRIPTS IN ALGERIA. 


Col. Rousset mentions the propo- 
sal that this contingent be increas- 
ed, by establishing the conscription 
in Algeria. ' 
| He then proceeds to enlarge up- 
‘on the proposal of his friend Lieut.-

New York Dentist Makes a Big 
Income by Supplying Animals 
 - With False Teeth. 


If you have a sei dog and that 
dog has the misfortune to have one 
of its eyes knocked out during 4 
canine combat, you can have the 
missing optic replaced by a glass 
cape. Artificial eyes for dogs and 
other animals are as common as 
wooden legs, and, though they have 
to be made to order, there are sev- 
eral opticians in London who will 
procure and fit them at short no- 
tice. An eye for a dog costs from 
$5 to $15, says London Tit-Bits. 

A dog doctor on the Continent 
recently stated that no fewer than 
two hundred dogs were fitted by 
him with glass eyes last year. 

Several lions and tigers have been 
supplied with glass eyes during rec- 
ent years, and it wil be remember- 
ed that when Messrs. Bostock’s me- 
nagerie was at the Earl’s Court 
Exhibition last year a full-growa 
lion that lost an eye during a fight 
was supplied with an artificial op- 
tic. 

HORSES WITA GLASS EYES. 

Many valuable horses have been 
supplied with glass eyes, and only 
recently an American. race-horse 
had one ‘‘made to measure.’ At 
first it did not appreciate the false 
eye, and tried to knock it out by 
rubbing its head against the wall 
of its stall.

ditions inserted in the policies by 
the local Companies. 

There is no question but tnat at 
the present time the majority of the 
insurers who effect their insurance 
with registered Companies, are pro- 
tected against excessive rates by 
the certain knowledge that the own- 
er will have recourse to outside in- 
surance if necessity arises. Any al- 
teration in the existing insurance 
law, which would restrict the ob- 
taining of fire insurance outside of 


Canada, would not only immediate-. 


ly re-act on the dairying and farm- 
ing interests by reason of the in- 
creased cost of insurance to the 
large produce firms who at the pre- 
sent time insure outside of the 
country, but it would also affect 
those houses which at present insure 
with registered Companies, in that 
it is only natural that the rates and 
conditions would shortly become 
more onerous if competition were 
cut off

Very Weak Case. \ 2 

The material supplied by Mr-Borden 
was unconvincing ; inaccurate ag to 
details, and amounted to nothing more 
than an undigested mass of rumor. 
The tirade against the Government was 
so evidently for the purpose of assist- 
ing the British Columbia Conserva- 
tives in the local struggle in which 
they are now engaged, thatthe weak- 
ness of Mr. Borden’s case may be ex- 
plained upon that ground, 

This is Mr. Bordrn’s side of the case 
as presented to the House, which can- 
not be regarded by any reasonable man 
otherwise than as a warped and mis- 
leading view of the facts. 

How Mr. Borden Put Case. 

Mr. Borden’s grievance wae, that an 
appellate court had been established 
by the British Columbia legislature, 
and the Dominion authorities, for un- 
worthy motives, had neglected and de- 
layed to appoint the judges thereto, 
therefore, the public service had suf- 
fered. 

In support of his contention Mr. 
Borded commenced by stating that 
“the Legislature of British Columbia 
in 1907, passed an act constituting a 
court of appeal for that province.” It 
was however. provided that the said 
act should not come into force until a 
day to be fixed by the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor-in-Council. He further stated 
this act was followed by an act of the 
Parliament of Canada passed in 1908, 
providing for the salaries of the pro- 
posed appellate judges. 

Some Strange Kumonrs.

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DISTRIBUTION OF SRED GRAIN 
AND POTATOES. 


By instruction of the Hon. Minister 
of Agricultare a distribution is being 
made thie season of samples of super- 
lor sorte of grain and potatoes to 
Canadian farmers for the improvement 
of seed. The stock for distribution 
bas been secured mainly from the Ex- 
perimental Farms at Indian Head, 
Sark, Brandop, Man., and Ottawa, 
Ont. The samples consist of oats, 
spring wheat, barley, peas, Indian 
coro (for ensilage only), and potatoes. 
The quantity of oats sent is 4/bs., 
and of wheat or barley 5 !bs., sufficient 
in each case to sow one-twentieth of 
an acre. The samples of Indian corn, 
peas and potatoes weigh 3 lbs, each. 
A quantity of each of the following 
varieties has been secured for this dis- 
tribution :— 

Oats—Banner, Abundance, Danish 
Island, Wide-Awake, White Giant, 
Thousand Dollar, Improved Ligowo— 
all white varieties. 

Wheat—Red varleties: Red Fite 
(beardless), Marquis, Stanleyand Chel- 
sea (early beardless), Preston, Huron 
and Pringle’s Champion (early beards 
ed). White varieties: White Fife 
(beardless), Bobs (early beardless). 

Barley —Six-rowed : Mensury. Odes- 


sa, and Mansfield. ‘I'wo-rowed: In- 
vincible, Standwell and Canadian 
Thorpe. 


Field Peas—Arthur and Golden Vine. 

Indian Corn (for ensilage) — Early 
sorts: Angel of Midnight, Compton's | 
Early and Longfellow. Later varie: | 
ties ; Selected Leaminyg, Early Masto- | 
don and White Cap Yellow Dent. 

Potatoes—Early varieties : Roches-| 
ter Rose, and Irish Cobbler. Medium | 
to late varieties ; Gold Coin, Carman | 
No. 1, and Money Maker. The later 
varieties age, as a rule, more produc- 
tive thanjhe earlier kinds, Only one 
sample can be sent to wach applicant, | 
hence if an individual receives a 
sample of oats he cannot also receive | 
one of wheat, barley, peas, Indian corn | 
or potatoes, Applications on printed 
cards or sheeis, or lists of names from 
one individual, or applications for 
more than one sample for one house- 
bold, cannot be entertained. Thesam- 
ples will ba sent free of charge through 
the mail. 

Applications should be addressed to! 
the Director of Experimental Farms, | 
Ottawa, and may be sent in any time! 
from the Ist of December to the 15th 
of February, after which the lists will 
be closed, so that the samples asked 
for may be sent out in good time for) 
sowing. Applicants should mention 
the variety they prefer, with a second 
sort a3 an alternative. Applications 
will be filled in the order in which 
they are received, so long asthe supply 





of seed lasts. Farmers are advised to 
apply early toavoid possible disap- 
pointment. Those applying for Indian 
corn or potatees should bear in mind 
that the corn is not usually diatribut- 
ed until April, and that potatoes can- 
not be mailed until dnger from frost 
in transit isover. No postage is re- 
quired on mail matter addressed to the 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa.
